Voters will get their 
turn at polls on Monday

Romulus voters next Mon- 
day will get a chance to tell the 
local school district if they ap- 
prove of the current educa- 
tional trends or if they feel 
that financial and curriculum 
matters need to be readjusted 
with the addition of new board 
members. 

The polls will open at 7 a.m. 
and close at 8 p.m. Despite the 
spirited campaign by the can- 
didates and a referendum on 
the “Schools of Choice” issue, 
a light voter turnout is ex- 
pected. 

Five candidates, including 
incumbents Kenneth Berlinn 


and Pat Patterson, will be 
seeking voter support follow- 
ing a bruising campaign that 
charged that the local school 
board lacked financial re- 
straint during the current re- 
cession period, failed to 
prepare students thoroughly 
enough for Michigan Educa- 
tional Assessment Program 
(MEAP) tests and voted unani- 
mously too often on too many 
issues. 

The challengers include 
Pauline Calhoun, Debra Hoff- 
man and Donna Lindquist- 
Capron. 

The incumbents defended 
board purchases, including 
facsimile machines, one of the 
main targets of the chal- 


lengers, by saying the ma- 
chines eliminated the need to 
have many communication de- 
liveries to their homes, kept 
them in daily touch with the 
school administrators and pro- 
vided instant communication 
in times of crisis such as when 
a junior high school student 
choked on a hot dog in the 
school cafeteria and later 
died. 

They also cited the fact that 
the cost of many of their school 
related trips was picked up by 
potential computer suppliers 
and that they personally paid 
most of the costs when their 
spouses joined them at na-

Police seek kidnapper-rapist

An intensive police hunt is 
continuing for a Dearborn man 
accused by Romulus police of 
the kidnap and rape of an 18- 
year-old Detroit woman last 
month. The man, police said, 
was in the company of two Ro- 
mulus females during the 
night-time sex attack. 

Last Wednesday the $25,000 
cash bail for Monica Lynn Ka- 
ssa, a 20-year- old Romulus wo- 
man charged with the same 
kidnapping and sexual assault, 
was continued by 34th District 
Court Judge Henry 
Zaborowski despite a plea by 
her court-appointed lawyer 
that her family could not raise 
the cash bail. 

Zaborowski stated that he 
refused to lower the bail be- 
cause Kassa faces three poten- 


tial life-term sentences. 

Kassa was also a victim of 
the still sought (adult male) co- 
defendant from Dearborn, her 
lawyer Robert Edick said. 

Police claim Kassa, the un- 
arrested male and a juvenile 
Romulus girl sexually as- 
saulted the 18-year-old Detroit 
woman the evening of May 6 in 
a Romulus townhouse in the 
8500 block of Wahrman Street. 

Edick said he was aware of 
the seriousness of the charges, 
but felt that the fact that Ka- 
ssa’s mother and sister ap- 
peared in court in support of 
her and the fact that she has 
cooperated closely with police 
since her arrest, should pro- 
vide enough evidence that she 
will not flee the area if al- 
lowed out on bail. 

Zaborowski again said he 
was not comfortable in reduc- 
ing bond since Kassa was

charged with kidnapping and 
two counts of criminal sexual 
assault with intent to do bodily

5 school candidates await voters’ decisions

Who are the five candidates 
seeking voter approval next 
Monday? 

They include incumbents 
Kenneth Berlinn and Pat Pat- 
terson and challengers Pau- 
line Calhoun, Debra Hoffman 
and Donna Lindquist-Capron. 

Berlinn, 57, has served on 
the board since 1981 and has 
served terms as both president 
and vice president 

Employed as a quality as- 
surance inspector with the 
Ford Motor Co. Woodhaven 
Stamping Plant, Berlinn feels 
that his greatest impact on the 
school board has been in the 
areas of the growing use of 
technology by Romulus stu- 
dents and in new community 


teamwork displayed by the 
Partnership with Education 
program. 

“I fe^el responsible for get- 
ting the partnership program 
working here. Initially W^" 
knew we needed it, but didn’t 
have the funds for it. But 18 
months later, we hired Ed 
Clark to take on the project 
and it has grown to be one of 
the most successful in the area 
if not the state.” 

The program teams up local 
business leaders, school 
teachers and students in pro- 
moting studies that are in tune 
with current job needs and as- 
sists some students in obtain- 
ing jobs from the same firms 
after graduation. 

Berlinn defended Romulus 
school graduates, who oppo 


nents complained had limited 
educational training to com- 
pete with students from other 
school districts, by saying Ro- 
mulu^students'can hold their 
WIT'wTth the “best of them.” 

Some of our graduates have 
gone on to schools such as 
Harvard University with no 
problems, he said, and that is 
no small effort. 

At a Candidates’ Night last 
week, Berlinn chided the chal- 
lengers-- particularly 
Hoffman -for not being more 
involved with school related 
activities and issues prior to 
her candidacy. 

Patterson, 46, operations su- 
pervisor for Sun Pipe Line Co., 
is seeking a third term on the 
Romulus School Board. 

Patterson admits that Ro 


mulus students did poorly on 
recent Michigan Educational 
Assessment Program tests in 
recent years, but said “inter- 
nal moves and changes have 
already made an impact” in 
changing test score patterns. 
He said it is hoped those 
changes will lead to much bet 
ter MEAP scores in coming 
years. 

When pressed by chal- 
lengers at the Candidates’ 
Night, Patterson said he too 
would like to see a curriculum 
coordinator with strong 
computer skills appointed by 
the administration as soon as 
funding allows. 

Patterson said, ’’Since the 
school district is plowing new 
ground (in the field of educa- 
tional technology programs) 


we could from time to time 
face time frames that are not 
kept or budget items that are 
not met” 

He emphasized that he is to- 
tally comfortable with present 
design and schedule for mod- 
ernization of local school 
buildings. 

Patterson also stressed that 
the new computerized class 
system was not created to cut 
teacher job slots. “In fact it 
could lead to additional jobs,” 
he said. 

Patterson also struck out at 
his challengers, noting, “Many 
of the issues raised by the can- 
didates could have been an 
swered if they had attended 
recent board meetings.” 

Hoffman, 36, currently assis- 
tant Romulus finance director, 


has centered her campaign on 
what she calls “a pattern of 
abuse of taxpayers’ dollars” by 
the local school board. 

Hoffman said she felt she 
was in no conflict of interest 
seeking the school board post 
while working for the city. 

Since she normally does not 
have to attend City Council 
meetings, she would not have 
to choose which meeting to at- 
tend when both governmental 
bodies meet simultaneously 
and her votes on financial is 
sues would be linked to what 
she considers “the best inter- 
ests of the students.” 

Hoffman said the poor 
MEAP scores ignited her de- 
sire to enter the school board

A lone masked bandit 
robbed a teller at the National 
Bank of Detroit office on 
Ecorse Road shortly after 
noon last Friday.

There were no reported in- 
juries or shots fired.

race and she feels strongly that 
a curriculum coordinator is 
needed immediately. 

She also urged that the 
school board meetings be tele 
vised by local cable and that 
efforts be made to increase the 
number of Romulus Senior 
High School graduates who go 
on to college. 

While admitting that she 
knows little about the Partner- 
ship with Education program, 
she supports such teamwork 
efforts. 

Hoffman feels that team- 
work should be extended to 
working with the City Council, 
possibly through the creation 
of a joint communication com- 
mittee. 

Lindqulst-Capron, 34, a re- 
cent arrival from Illinois, 
placed heavy emphasis on a 
teacher contract and expand- 
ing programs for the district 
gifted students. 

She hopes, if elected, to 
spur parents into getting in- 
volved in the school district 
and wants a more uniform cur- 
riculum. She claims that if a 
Romulus elementary school 
student switches local schools, 
he or she could face a whole 
new studies program. 


Lindquist-Capron asked 
that the district shop around 
for quality computer software 
for gifted students, whom she 
claims “are our ace in the hole 
on MEAP tests.” 

She supported the call to 
put the school board meetings 
on cable and asked board 
members to visit the local 
schools one day from time to 
time to know what is going on. 

Lindquist-Capron also 
asked that local students be 
given pre-tests prior to MEAP 
tests, so that teachers could 
aid them where they are weak 
in their studies. 

Calhoun, 47, who is on medi- 
cal leave from her job with 
Kerr Manufacturing Co., was 
unable to attend the Candi- 
dates’ Night. 

But earlier she stressed her 
concerns regarding the lack of 
a teacher contract and what 
she considers poor financial 
spending practices currently 
used by school board mem- 
bers. 

Calhoun said her experi- 
ence as a credit unit director 
gives her perfect training for 
assessing financial decisions. 

Calhoun feels continued 
trips by school board officials 
are a waste of taxpayers’ dol- 
lars and that current long-term 
planning does not include tax 
related changes that could se- 
verely impact the future of the 
district.

City sells more home sites

Despite objections from Ro- 
mulus Councilman William 
Wadsworth, members of the 
City Council voted Monday 
night to sell seven homesites 
within local subdivisions to an 
area non-profit organization. 
The sites could be resold as 
homes to families with limited 
incomes in the future. 

Luther Flanagan, president 
of Wayne Metropolitan Com 
munity Sendees Agency Hous- 
ing Resource Center Inc., told 
the council WAYMET was pur- 
chasing the sites for $28,000 
($4,000 per lot) and hoped to 
construct homes varying in 
size from 1,200 to 1,400 square 
feet 

Organization leaders hope 
to sell the homes to local fami- 
lies with limited incomes for 
prices ranging from $60,000 to 
$70,000. The same style homes 
ordinarily would sell for about 
$20,000 more, council mem- 
bers were told. 

Flanagan said potential 
mortgages extending as long as 
50 years are available to quali- 
fied buyers.

Twenty Romulus Junior 
High School Transition Team 
members gathered May 27 to 
begin solving issues related to 
the pending half-day transfers 
of students to the Wayne 
County Community College 
western campus. 

The students are expected 
to attend either the morning or 
afternoon sessions at the col- 
lege for classes in mathema- 
tics, social studies and 
language arts beginning in 
September. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. William Bedell explained 
the reasons for transferring 
the students to WCCC during 
the Junior High School reno- 
vation were based on provid- 
ing students with a better 
learning environment and 


best known for services for the 
hungry and homeless, 
Flanagan revealed that it has 
been able to tap into the mil- 
lions of dollars offered across 
the United States to aid youn- 
ger families working on lim- 
ited salaries. 

Flanagan said WAYMET 
will use money derived from 
these potential sales to pur- 
chase other properties in Ro- 
mulus and to repair and 
remodel existing homes that 
are currently in disrepair. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
said the city’ has decided to 
sell a number of homesites it 
owns for limited dollar 
amounts, many of them for as 
low as $4,000, in an effort to 
return the properties tp city 
tax rolls. 

“We have lost 3,000 in popu- 
lation in the last 10 years,” 
McAnally said. “At the same 
time we realize that there are 
a limited number of $22 an 
hour jobs in the marketplace 
today. We want to play our part 
in providing decent and af- 
fordable homes for today’s 
young families,” McAnally 
said. 

Councilman Jimmie Rasp- 
berry, who moved the city ac- 
cept the non-profit agency 


safer classroom zones.

Wadsworth said the city’ has 
been stung in the past by ven- 
tures that involved federal 
funding and he felt in good 
conscience he could not sup- 
port this plan. 

The properties include lots 
1 and 2 in Meadowdale 
Heights Subdivision, lot 16 in 
Greenview Meadows Subdivi- 
sion and lots 1, 6, 7 and 8 in the 
Greenview Hills Subdivision. 

The planned housing will 
be affordable manufactured 
structures previously ap- 
proved by the city Property 
Disposition Committee 
headed by Matthew Raftary’.

ANP Staff Writer 

Debra Hoffman, one of the 
three Romulus School Board 
candidates challenging incum- 
bents Kenneth Berlinn and 
Pat Patterson, charges infor- 
mation she received from the 
Romulus school administra- 
tion “reveals a disturbing pat 
tern of what I consider to be an 
abuse of taxpayers’ dollars.” 

“The board’s response in an 
article in the Romulus Roman 
is totally inadequate. The 
point is that it was simply not 
necessary for all of the board 
members, its administrators, 
their spouses and significant 
others to have traveled all 
around the country to learn 
about ‘new technology’,” Hoff- 
man said in a letter last week. 

“Whether the costs are paid 
for from the general fund or 
the bond issue, the Romulus 


taxpayer still foots the bill. 

“In fact, since we borrowed 
our travel expense money 
through the bond issue, it 
means we will be paying thou- 
sands more in interest on 
these costs for the next 20 
years,” Hoffman stated. 

“By their own admission, 
the travel budget related to the 
current bond issue was 
$150,000. How many teachers 
or books or computers would 
that amount buy? 

“In April 1991, our board 
spent over $10,000 staying at 
the Fairmont in San Fran- 
cisco, one of the country’s most 
expensive hotels. Or how 
about the $1,800 meal charged 
at the Casa Sirena Marina res- 
taurant in Oxnard, Cal. last 
June,” Hoffman continued. 

“Clearly, concern for the 
taxpayer is simply not an issue 
for the Romulus School 
Board,” Hoffman concluded. 


The candidate explained 
that she obtained the school 
district financial records un- 
der the Michigan Freedom of 
Information Act. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. William Bedell revealed 
that the $150,000 travel budget 
was built into a bid awarded 
by the school board for 
computers and has been used 
by various elements of the ad- 
ministration and staff. 

The San Francisco expense 
was a national school board 
convention which is the largest 
in the nation and included 16 
or more persons staying three 
days at the hotel, he said. 

Spouses and guests reim 
bursed the district for their 
costs at the hotel. 

The $1,000 meal cost cov- 
ered 30 35 administation and 
staff people and the group that 
hosted Romulus educators for 
a d isplay of their technological 
system, Bedell stated. 


Higher priced homes sought

With residential home con- 
struction on the rise, Romulus 
city government is working to 
encourage private builders to 
join with the city in developing 
98 acres of land currently 
owned by the city. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
said the homes in the area of 
Pennsylvania Road, between 
Middlebelt and Inkster Roads, 
will be of the “upscale vari- 
ety.. .possibly even some condo- 
miniums ” 

A planned letter to be sent 
to builders throughout the 
midwest describes Pennsylva- 
nia Road as the primary en- 
trance to the housing area and 
Harrison as the only north- 
south through street 

Letters to various builders 
will be mailed out soon by De 
imis Oakes, community devel- 
opment director, who explains 
that 400 or more dwelling units 
could be located on the state 
property and he hopes the 
plans could include “altema 
five to the standard tract sub 


division” provisions in the 
letter. 

“The developer will be ex- 
pected to design and construct 
the new residential area in 
such a manner as to have its 
own distinct character,” Oakes 
wrote. 

“Romulus offers great po- 
tential because of the hun- 
dreds of well paying jobs 
available in the city,” Oakes 
stated, citing job opportunities 
with Metro Airport, General 
Motors and a new major corpo- 
rate office park that is about to 


begin construction. 

Oakes asked those inter- 
ested to respond by June 19 
with a letter of interest, a de- 
scription of the firm itself, a 
list of business or project team 
members with whom the city 
would be dealing, and the 
names of at least four federal 
agencies that the firm has 
worked with in the past five 
years. 

Oakes said it is anticipated 
that selections of qualified 
firms will be made by July 10

When recovering alcoholics 
looked for a place to gather for 
support meetings and compan- 
ionship, they decided to estab- 
lish their own club as an 
alternative to bars. 

In fact, members describe 
the Belleville Alano Club “as a 
bar without alcohol.” 

Former abusers of alcohol 
and drugs choose to avoid 
places where drugs and alco- 
hol are used, but often miss 
the cameraderie that they 
found in the local bars and tav- 
erns. Instead, they have cre- 
ated a social and recreational 
alternative to bars at the Al- 
ano Club, located on Potter 
Street and Huron River Drive 
in Belleville. 

Stepping inside the door- 
way, visitors find a large 
lounge area with a television, 
video games and pool table 
plus several smaller meeting 
rooms where self-help groups 
schedule their weekly meet- 
ings. Soon, Alano Club mem 
bers will have their own 
alcohol-free bar set up in a 
small area located adjacent to 
the main lounge. The bar will 
feature snacks and a juke box 
will provide music for the non- 
drinkers. 

Events such as euchre tour- 
naments, dances, pot-luck din- 
ners and fund- raising events 
such as garage sales and car 
washes are slated by the 
group. The next fund-raising 
event is a car wash slated bet- 
ween 10 a.m. and 2 p.m. June 
13 in the parking lot behind 
the former Van Buren Towns- 
hip Hall, which now houses 
the offices of Belleville Enter- 
prise and Belleville Area 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Hours are limited at pre- 
sent, but as soon as a house 
manager takes his post, club 
members will expand the 
hours of operation. 

“It’s a drug- and alcohol-free 
haven.

floor,” said a woman member. 
“Our goal is to have the club 
open all the time, not just 
around meeting times. 

The Belleville Alano Club 
serves as a home for 12-step 
meetings related to substance 
abuse: Alcoholics Anonymous, 
Narcotics Anonymous, Al- 
anon, Alateen and Adult Chil 
dren of Alcoholics. Closed AA 
meetings are conducted at 
noon and 5:30 p.m. weekdays 
and at 11 a.m. and 8 p.m. Sun- 
days. NA meetings are slated 
at 1 p.m. Saturdays and 3 p.m. 
Sundays. In addition, AA mem- 
bers meet at 8 p.m. Tuesdays 
and 7:30 p.m. Thursdays and 
an AA group, limited to wo- 
men, meets at 8 p.m. Wednes- 
days. 

The Alano Club is a non- 
profit, volunteer organization 
which was established three 
years ago. The members met in 
various locations before ob 
taining the present site in Feb- 
ruary. 

“We had 25 members when 
we first opened the club, and 
now we have 125,” she said. 
“We’re looking for members 
from Belleville and surround- 
ing areas. We welcome people 
from Romulus, Wayne, Yp- 
silanti and other nearby com 
munities.” 

She noted that the club also 
seeks the aid and support of 
the community. Individuals 
who want additional informa- 
tion or wish to make a dona- 
tion may call 697-9470 or write 
to, Alano C}ub, RO.

Many have been excellent 
board members, others have 
served to aspire to loftier posi 
tions of public service. But of 
all these people only one has 
used their position for selfish 
and unreasonable motives. 

In my 10 years on the board, 
six different people have 
served as its president Of 
these six. only one has been a 
dictator of their own personal 
agenda when it came to the 
functions of the district and 
the functions of the board 

In every local school board 
in Michigan, it is normal for 
board members to go to work 
shops and conferences to 
learn the issues and learn how 
to become good decision 
makers Fifteen of the 18 
board m«*mb» r in the la t 10 
years have done just that Only 
one has publicly tated that 
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Two challengers. Debra HofTman and Donna Lindquist- 
Capron. hit heavily at financial and Michigan Educational 
Assessment Program score issues that continue to need to 
be addressed. 

Neither providing compelling alternative plans for the 
board to pursue, although better school board communica- 
tion must be implemented. 

We would encourage both to stay involved with school 
related issues and seek wider perspectives, so that if a 
sudden opening on the board occurs either could be con- 
sidered for appointment. 

We do not feel that the approval of the Schools of Choice 
question is in the best interests of the Romulus schools at 
this time, and would recommend that voters not inflict this 
additional financial burden on the district at this time. 

In Plymouth-Canton 

With computers and other high-tech instruments taking 
a more prominent role in a student’s education, it seems to 
make sense to have someone in the decision-making pro- 
cess that has first-hand experience. 

For that reason, we have chosen John “Jack" Farrow, of 
Plymouth for one of the two seats open on the Plymouth- 
Canton Community School District Board of Education in 
the annual June 8 school election. 

Farrow is employed as a scientist and electrical engi- 
neer with Medar Inc. in Farmington Hills. In addition to 
his concern with the issue 

of technology, Farrow’s belief in looking toward the fu- 
ture and in seeking direction for the board members was 
impressive and would seem to serve the schools well. 

We have also selected Carol Bollman, of Canton Towns- 
hip. Bollman is the past president of the Michigan Associa- 
tion for Children with Learning Disabilities and 
previously campaigned for a seat on the board in 1982. 

Bollman’s priorities seem to be closely aligned with the 
students and her professed concern for the curriculum 
needs of students made a favorable and lasting impression 
with our editorial board. 

The Schools of Choice issue would also present an eco- 
nomic hardship on this district fighting for survival in light 
of state funding cuts. We would suggest voters reject this 
proposal as unnecessary and superfluous.

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made it mandatory” would 
they educate themselves as to 
the function of a good board 
member and issues which con- 
front boards of education. 

Board members normally 
have outstanding attendance 
records. In the last 10 years, 15 
members have averaged only 
two absences a year. However, 
one member had averaged 10 
absences per year. Last year 
alone they missed 13 board 
meetings. 

It is normal for boards to 
bid out different jobs or mate- 
rials and try to bring in a low 
bids with high quality function 
for the sake of the taxpayers. 
That was true until this past 
year. This year we needed an 
attorney for the board of edu- 
cation. We accepted four bids. 
One at $75 per hour from an 
attorney who is already work- 
ing in our negotation area. A 
second for $95 per hour, a third 
for $110, and a fourth for $150. 
All firms had excellent re- 
sumes and three work for 
many other school districts in 
Wayne County. The president 
of the board decided that $150 
was a small sum to pay for an 
attorney. I had to ask myself 
how many of our taxpayers 
make $150 per hour? But those 
same taxpayers since January 
have been paying the highest 
bidder to be the board presi- 
dent’s advisor. More than half 
of the advice she has been get- 
ting could have been obtained 
from the Michigan Association 
of School Board’s attorney for 
free because we are a member 
of that organization. 

The board’s current presi- 
dent has a history of voting 
against qualified women when 
they were being considered 
for employment or promotion. 
She has come as close as any- 


one I have worked with on the 
board in having a so called “hit 
list”. On one occasion, she per- 
sonally interviewed a female 
applicant and asked questions 
about family, age, etc. These 
types of questions are prohib- 
ited by law. 

One year ago she refused to 
support a 7.75 millage in- 
crease. Just one month ago, 
she started preaching to the 
board that we have to pass the 
7.75 renewal this coming year. 
She continues to take credit 
for the programs that were re- 
stored by the passage of that 
millage. Is this what is known 
as a double standard? 

A year and a half ago, she 
voted to give teachers a 11.9 
percent pay raise. Last June 
two board members lost their 
seats for doing the same thing. 
Should only two people be 
punished for for what four 
did? 

The law says that all deci- 
sions of the board shall be 
made inan open meeting. Yet 
this one board president con- 
tinues to make decisions by 
phone with three other board 
members. I have come to 
board meetings when the mo- 
tions and support of those mo- 
tions were so well rehearsed 
that Oscar himself would 
blush. 

I’m sure it is no secret that I 
am speaking of Mrs. Sylvia Ko- 
zorosky* Wiacek. If I were to 
rate this woman on her ability, 
performance, knowledge, at- 
tendance and leadership, it 
would have to be an “E”. Do we 
allow people who fail to go on 
making the same failures? The 
superintendent, board mem- 
bers and employees have tried 
to educate her and even citi- 
zens have tried to help her. But 
she rejects all input

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Fire bugs 

Arson investigators play detective roles

After viewing the aftermath 
of hundreds of fires, arson in- 
vestigators can “read” the 
signs of suspicious blazes like 
a book. 

Longtime fire consultant 
William Lenaghan knows how 
the burn patterns and fire 
travel paths are supposed to 
look. When something is out of 
the norm, the investigator start 
digging deeper. 

Lenaghan, who primarly 
works for insurance com- 
panies in the Wayne County 
area, is associated with Mar- 
shal 7 Consultants of Canton 
Township. The investigator 
works in cooperation with lo- 
cal fire officials to discover the 
cause and origin of fires, and 
to determine whether or not 
the blaze was deliberately set. 

The evidence is laboriously 
sifted and checked - some- 
times for several months or 
even years - until a determina- 
tion is made about the cause 
and origin of the fire. Some- 
times his investigation un- 
covers an arson, and 
sometimes he discovers an ac- 
cidental occurance. 

Lenaghan recalled that one 
of his most challenging cases 
was the investigation of a De- 
troit home fire a few years ago. 

“Two children were killed 
in the fire. We found a sus- 
picious burn on the floor and 


kept checking it out. Photo- 
graphs of the burned-out home 
were taken four or five times. 
Finally, we determined that 
one of the children had been 
playing with matches and star- 
ted the fire. The unusual burn 
mark on the floor was the re- 
sult of a special type of varnish 
- made before 1958 - that was 
flammable,” Lenaghan said. 
“Because of the deaths of the 
two children, it was important 
to determine the cause of the 
fire, even though it took an ex- 
tremely long time to do it” 

Lenaghan looks for the 
spread of the fire in the re- 
mains of a building to deter- 
mine how the fire traveled 
through the structure. He also 
checks the “alligator” mark- 
ings - the patterns in the 
charred wood - to determine 
how deep the they are, which 
is an indication of how long 
and hot the fire was. 

The investigator also checks 
for evidence that flammable 
liquids such as gasoline, oil or 
alcohol were used. His back 
ground in fire fighting and his 
years of experience in investi- 
gating fires have provided 
Lenaghan with a “fifth sense” 
in tracing the origins of the 
blazes. 

“Often, we find that the fire 
was not an arson, but we need 
to investigate the incident to 
determine whose respon- 
sible the fire was. For exam- 
ple, we did a lengthy 


investigation on apartment 
fire to determine its origin. It 
was first suspected to be 
caused by a malfunctioning 
appliance, but the investiga 
tion determined that it started 
in the ceiling above the ap 
pliance. Photographs con 
firmed where the fire had 
started and the path that it 
traveled through the struc- 
ture,” the investigator said. 

“In areas where there are 
full-time fire inspectors, we 
don’t usually find dangerous 
situations in apartments and 
other multiple-housing units,” 
Lenaghan said. “In older 
neighborhoods in some areas 
where inspections are not 
done, some owners of rental 
units do modeling work them- 
selves and create dangerous 
situations by putting up false 
walls or not building in fire 
stops.” 

Many of Lenaghan’s investi- 
gatons are done in Detroit be- 
cause of the large number of 
older homes in the inner city. 

“The night before Hal 
loween - Devil’s Night- is al- 
ways a busy time for fire 
investigators,” Lenaghan said. 
“Because it is widely known 
that random arsons are com- 
mitted by vandals that night, 
home and business owners 
who want to defraud their in- 
surance companies set fires 
and blame them on Devil’s 
Night vandalism.” 

The investigator noted that 


more than $110 million in 
property losses resulted from 
arsons and suspicious blazes 
in 1991. Michigan residents 
paid out $45 million in direct 
arson losses plus addition dol- 
lars in indirect costs such as 
medical care, temporary shel- 
ter, fire investigation, prosecu 
tion, jailing and increased 
insurance premiums. 

He suggested that citizens 
contact Arson Control at 
1-800-44-ARSON if they have 
information on arsons or sus- 
picious fires. The program re- 
w f ards up to $5,000 for 
information which leads to the 
arrest and/or conviction of ar- 
sonists. 

Lenaghan served as a volun- 
teer firefighter in Plymouth 
Township prior to a stint as a 
Navy fireman. His father, two 
brothers and two nephews also 
are firefighters.

Chairman claims bus 
service threatened 


The chairman of the 
financially-strapped Nankin 
Transit Commission on Thurs- 
day charged that Suburban 
Mobility Authority for Re- 
gional Transportation is at- 
tempting to put the local small 
bus transportation system out 
of business. 

Tom Kelly, a Wayne council 
member who also serves as 
chairman of the 10-member 
NTC board of commissioners, 

5 said that SMART “is working 
► to put us out of business. 

“In essence, they are trying 
to penalize all the people in 
our area who use the local 
buses through their (SMART’S) 
inept management,” Kelly 
said. 

SMART provides funding 
for the local bus network to the 
tune of $375,000 in annual sub 
sidies. In June of 1991, SMART 
announced it could no longer 
afford to pay the subsidy, plac- 
ing the NTC operation in jeop- 
ardy. 

Since 1975, NTC has pro- 
vided bus transportations for 
seniors and the handicapped 
who reside in the cities of 
Westland, Wayne, Inkster, Gar- 
den City and Canton Township. 

During the past 12 months, 
member cities have petitioned 
state lawmakers to change the 
law (Public Act 51) so that NTC 
would receive direct funding 
from the state rather through 
SMART. 

State Senators William 
Faust (D - Westland) and 
George Hart (D- Dearborn), 
whose district includes Inks-

ter, working with state repre- 
sentatives James Kosteva (D- 
Canton Township) and William 
Keith (D-Garden City) have in- 
troduced and are attempting 
to push through legislation 
that would allow NTC to sever 
its financial ties with SMART.

Wirgau said, “This frame- 
work is a good proposal that 
we are confident w r ill be w f ell 
received by city, suburban, 
business and community 
leaders. We must focus on the 
long-term mobility needs in 
our region.”

Two more local candidates, 
one for Congress and the other 
for State Representative, have 
announced their candidacies 
for upcoming party primaries. 

Veteran campaigner Glen 
Kassel of Wayne is kicking off 
his sixth campaign for a local 
congressional seat and new- 
comer Catalina Hall of Ro- 
mulus is seeking to win the 
newly redistricted State Rep- 
resentive office in the 22nd 
District. 

Kassel is being challenged 
in the Republican race by five 
other candidates, including 
Herbert Scott of Canton 
Township. The primary elec- 
tion will be Aug. 4. 

The winner then will face 
incumbent Congressman Will- 
iam Ford (D- Wayne), currently 
representing the former 15th 
District The redrawn congres- 
sional district will be known as 
the 13th Congressional Dis- 
trict. 

Kassel, 67, owner of Sims 
Agency, a local insurance and 
real estate firm, said the cam- 


paign theme will be “it’s time 
for a change.” 

He stated: “I believe the sys- 
tem of government in this na- 
tion is broken, or at least badly 
bent, and I would like to have 
the opportunity to try to find 
ways to repair it.” 

Feeling he can make a dif- 
ference, Kassel said, he 
strongly supports President 
George Bush and Vice Presi- 
dent Dan Quayle’s re-election 
bid, but feels that unemploy- 
ment aid efforts, health care 
costs and education programs 
need to be strongly over- 
hauled. 

Kassel also feels that Con- 
gress needs to severely cut 
back on wasteful spending 
habits. 

He is a former autoworker, 
teacher and engineer. Kassel 
also is a former president of 
Roosevelt Parent Teachers As- 
sociation and Toastmasters In- 
ternational of Plymouth, as 
well as past Grand Knight of 
the Knights of Columbus. 

A strong pro-life candidate, 
Kassel and his wife, Winifred, 
have seven grown children. 

Hall, 40, of Romulus, re- 


cently entered the state repre- 
sentative race for the Romulus 
and Taylor area. 

An activist in the women’s 
rights movement, Hall is cur- 
rently counselor of the North- 
land Family Planning unit of 
Romulus. 

Hall said she entered the 
state race to give area resi- 
dents a choice on the ballot, 
since she will be opposed by

Hall, who admits to getting 
into the race late, has slated a 
local fund raiser for 6 p.m.

Hazardous landfill permit sought 


Permits for a hazardous 
waste facility to replace a cur- 
rent site slated to close in 1994 
are being sought by Envotech 
Limited Partnership. 

The firm, part of a related 
group of Michigan-based waste 
disposal firms, filed two Michi- 
gan Hazardous Waste Manage- 
ment Act 64 construction 
permits May 26 for the En- 
votech Resource Center with 
the state Department of Natu- 
ral Resources. Act 64 provides 
a highly detailed public exam- 
ination process before the is- 
suing of construction permits 
for hazardous waste environ- 
mental protection facilities. 

“Michigan needs to protect 
its environment by ensuring it 
can safely manage the haz- 
ardous waste produced every 
day by people and businesses 
in Michigan,” said Walter W. 
Tomyn, president of Envotech 
Limited Partnership. 

The ERC is an environmen- 
tal protection facility with a 
hazardous waste landfill and 
incinerator scheduled to be 
built in Augusta Township in 
Washtenaw County. 

Company officials said the 
ERC facility is badly needed to 
replace the Wayne Disposal, 
Inc. facility in Van Buren 
Township, the only commer- 
cially available hazardous 
waste landfill site in the state 
which is expected to be filled 
and closed by the end of 1994. 
Company officials noted that 
the state generates 750,000 cu- 
bic yards of hazardous waste 
every year, nearly enough to 
fill Joe Louis Arena to the ceil- 
ing twice. 

41 We look forward to the 
public siting process which 
will take more than 435 days to 
complete. We encourage peo- 
ple to review the applications 
and get to know the true facts. 
There are easy-to- understand 
summaries as well as the com- 
plex, detailed information 
compiled by our staff and con- 
sultants,” Tomyn said. 

Copies of the two permit ap- 
plications, made up of 17 
three-ring binders and three 
rolls of engineering drawings 
for the landfill and 14 three- 
ring binders for the incinera- 
tor have been supplied to Au- 
gusta Township, the MDNR 
offices in Lansing and Jackson, 
the state Department of Public 
Health and the U.S. Enviro- 
mental Protection Agency of- 
fice in Chicago. Sumpter 
Township, as well as the 
townships of York, London and 
Ypsilanti, have been supplied 
with copies of the Environ-
